WASHINGTON, D.C.--A. Marie 
Bledsoe represented Church of 
God in Christ women at a 
national Christian conference on 
hunger among women, infants, 
and children in the United 
States. 


She was among 14 women 
representing nine predomi- 
nately Black Christian denomi- 
nations at the “Entitled to Life’’ 
Conference, this summer in 
Washington, D. C. The women 
shared information about what 
their denominations are doing to 
reduce world hunger and they 
learned more about the impor- 
tance of Christian public policy 
advocacy in alleviating hunger 
in the United States. 


The conferees focused on legis- 
lation now under consideration 
by the U. S. Congress that would 
increase funding for the Special 
Supplemental Food Program for 
Women, Infants, and Children 
(WIC) in the United States. The 
purpose of the WIC bill is to 
increase nutritious foods avail- 
able to low income, malnour- 
ished pregnant women, nursing 
mothers, and to children under 
five years old. The WIC program 
now benefits less than half of all 


eligible candidates, and this 
neglect is linked to untold 
numbers of infant deaths, sick- 
ness, and mental and physical 
retardation. 


The conference was sponsored 
by Bread for the World, the 
national Christian citizens’ 
movement against hunger. Dur- 
ing the three-day conference the 
women worshipped, studied 
hunger issues, the root causes 
of hunger, and discussed ways 
that their denominations may 
become more involved in public 
policy advocacy with and for 
poor and hungry people of the 
world. They were challenged by 
national religious leaders includ- 
ing Bishop Othal H. Lakey of the 
Second Episcopal District of the 
Christian Methodist Episcopal 
Church (CME) and by Gladys 
Strachan, executive with United 
Presbyterian Women. Also pres- 
ent during the conference were 
Bishop Frederick H. Talbot, 
resident Bishop of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church 
(AME) Georgia area and Dr. 
William J. Harvey, III, executive 
secretary of the National Baptist 
Convention U. S. A. Foreign 
Mission Board.

“This was indeed a wonderful 
opportunity to learn how Bread 
for the World can better work 
with these women and their 
denominations in response to 
Christ’s mandate to feed the 
hungry,” said Mrs. Carol Sea- 
man, coordinator of Church 
Relations for Bread for the 
World. “After meeting together, 
we realized that through Chris- 
tian unity, we can shape U. S. 
public policies that bring relief 
to people suffering right in our 
own communities.” 


Bread for the World is an inter- 
denominational movement of 
Christians with 40,000 members 
and 800 supporting churches

“A FISHER OF MEN” 
and ““HE DID” 


William Henry Sims was born 
to the loving union of Moses and 
Melvinney Sims in Teague, 
Texas on July 16, 1908.

Finally it was time to come back 
to Denver, where the harvest 
was plentiful and the laborers 
were few. So, Bishop Mason 
assigned him under Bishop Mor- 
gan in Colorado. Once again 
being obedient, he moved his 
family in 1950 back to Denver. 


The enemy knew the great work 
this dynamic man of God had to 
do and attacked him in full force 
upon his return. In spite of not 
having a permanent location and 
then upon acquiring one, there 
were many altercations with the 
police regarding the joyful noises 
made in his services. Praying 
and trusting God he was able to 
resolve the problems. He was 
granted permission to worship 
freely. 


Finally, God gave him another 
location to reap harvest and this

time he moved to 35th and High 
Street and it was at this location 
many works of God were per- 
formed. Souls were saved and 
miracles were brought forth. 
God allowed him to work with 
other great dynamic leaders 
such as, Elder R. W. Campbell, 
Bishop W. B. Odom, Bishop C. 
Morgan and Bishop L. A. Jordan. 


Now Elder Sims was truly a man 
after God’s heart. It was his only 
desire to be pleasing in his sight. 
He had become quite knowledge- 
able in the word and ready to 
do even greater works. As many 
of God’s disciples, he came up 
against the enemy but proved 
himself to overcome in the body 
of Christ. He preached the 
uncompromised Word of God 
and was rewarded greatly. As he 
elevated spiritually he came in 
contact with other great men 
such as Supt. R. E. Ranger, 
Bishop E. M. Page, Elder J. L. 
Langston, Bishop S. M. Crouch 
and Bishop D. D. Burger. God 
also increased his hunger and 
thirst for the Word and he 
attended the following Bible 
Colleges, Denver Bible College, 
D. L. Moody Bible College of 
Chicago, Illinois and Rocky 
Mountain Bible School. 


Now, God felt the work ahead 
was so great he needed a help- 
mate and sent to him the loving 
and caring Sister Lillian, whom 
he married in 1974 in the home 
of Bishop Odom and she imme- 
diately joined him to do the work 
of God. 


Elder Sims had truly placed an 
imprint in the body of Christ. He 
answered to the call of his Savior 
and sold himself out to be pleas- 
ing to God. God rewarded him 
for his diligent efforts and home 
in heaven has been prepared for 
him. Elder Sims followed the 
pattern Christ had set before 
him and lived it to the best of 
his ability. He was loving, kind, 
firm, merciful, loyal, faithful 
and very outgoing. He said, 
“Send me and I'll Go”, and he 
did. He said, “Use me Jesus to 
do your work’’, and he did. He 
said, “Lord, I give my life to you” 
and he did.
